STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village dis- 
trict in the Town of North Hampton, organized under pro- 
vision of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote 
in District Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the residence of 
William P. Fowler on Atlantic Avenue in said District 
on the first Tuesday of September next (the 4th day of 
the month), at eight o’clock in the evening (8:00 P.M.), 
Daylight Saving Time, for the following purposes: 

1. To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commis- 
sioners, a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 

Z. lo hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, 
and other officers of said District, and to take such 
action aS may be desired in regard to same. 

3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on district taxes as is 
allowed by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 

4. To see if the District will vote to amend Section 
VII of the Zoning Ordinance for Little Boar’s Head 
District, as enacted on September 7, 1937, and as 
amended on September 6, 1949, and on September 6, 
1955, by adding, after subsection H of Section VII, the 
following new subsection: 

I. Size of Dwelling: No dwelling, including its 

accessory buildings, in any Zoning District shall 

hereafter be built or placed on any lot, unless such 
dwelling has a ground area of at least 600 square 
feet in the case of a dwelling of two or more stories, 
or a ground area of at least 720 square feet in the 
case of a one-story dwelling; provided that the 


Zoning Inspector may authorize the building or 
location of a camp or seasonal dwelling of smaller 
size if in the opinion of the Zoning Inspector the 
Same will not be injurious, offensive, or detrimental 
to the neighborhood. 

). To raise and appropriate such sum of money 
as may be needed for the extinguishment of fires, the 
iighting of streets, the planting and care of shade and 
ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic and 
fire purposes, the construction and maintenance of side- 
walks and main drains or common sewers, the construc- 
tion, maintenance and care of parks or commons, the 
maintenance of activities for recreational promotion, 
the appointing and employing of watchmen and police 
officers, the enacting and enforcing of zoning regula- 
tions, and all other district expenses for the ensuing 
year. 

6. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to giving the treasurer of the District authority to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 

7. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1955 - 1956 


I. Sidewalks. Maintenance of walks was continued 
on a minimum basis this past year. Some new sections 
of walk were put in opposite Margaret Fuller’s house. 

II. Policing and Parks. The usual lifeguard service 
and picking up of papers have been maintained this 
past year, the remainder of the policing being assumed 
by the Town of North Hampton. 

Ill. Recreational Promotion (including mosquito 


Control). In co-operation with neighboring municipal- 
ities we have had ‘three aerial D.D.T. sprays in our 
District in addition to the usual roadside spraying for 
mosquito control. We are not yet convinced as to which 
method is the more effective; but we have greatly re- 
duced the mosquito nuisance. 


IV. Taxes. The Town Tax rate is $44.50 this year, 
and the District rate $3.50 (total $48.00 per thousand 
dollars’ valuation, a total reduction of $1.00 from 1955). 
The five percent discount will be allowed on property 
taxes paid by Sept. 14, 1956. 

It is anticipated, now that the town has taken over 
cur hydrant expense, the District tax rate will not 
have to be increased. 


V. Appointments. Ralph H. George has been ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy in the Zoning Board of Ad- 
justment, resulting from the resignation of Blanche H. 
Boynton, for the remainder of her five-year term. 

Ruth H. Fowler has been appointed Auditor pro 
tem. to fill the vacancy caused by the temporary absence 
in Europe of Philip N. Hobson. 

VI. Treasurer’s Report. Owing to difficulties in 
reconciling our books with the tax payments due from 
the Town of North Hampton, the Treasurer’s Report 
is being published unaudited. Every effort will be made 
to complete the audit before the annual meeting on 
September 4, of which notice appears near the front 
of this printed report.

Fitzgerald’s agreeing to comply with the Zoning Ordin- 
ance, limiting his house to use as a single-family dwell- 
ing. 


The proposed amendment to our Zoning Ordinance 
to be voted on at the annual meeting on September 4, 
relative to requiring a minimum area for any new dwell- 
ings (600 square feet for 2 stories, 720 for one story), is 
for the purpose of keeping our ordinance in harmony 
with the North Hampton one. 


Our ordinance has been a major factor in maintain- 
ing the character of this community and attention is 
again called to the necessity of obtaining a permit from 
the Zoning Inspector for any new construction, building 
alterations or material change in land use.
